Mr. Henry Vizetelly is so well known and 
esteemed as an experienced journalist that I 
earnestly hope he will not personally suffer for 
any indiscretion he may unwittingly have been 
led into with regard to the publication of Zola’s 
novels.

Sir Archibald Campbell is one of the bravest 
subjects of the Queen. Heis a son of the late 
Laird of Mains, who assumed the name and arms 
of Campbell, of Blythswood, on succeeding to 
the estate of his cousin in 1838. Sir Archibald 
Campbell was born in 1837, and married the Hon. 
Augusta Carington in 1864. Serving valiantly 
with the Scots Guards in the Crimea, he was 
severely wounded, and received the Crimean 
medal and clasp, with the Turkish order of the 
Medjidieh. He sat in Parliament for Renfrew- 
shire, in the Conservative interest, from 1873-74 ;

TERRIBLE COLLISION OF THE 
ATLANTIC STEAMERS 
THINGVALLA AND GEISER. 


Many a sad gap has been occasioned in Danish and 
American family circles by thelamentable collision 
which took place between the Geiser and Thing- 
valla Steamers, thirty miles south of Sable Island, 
in the early morning of Aug. 14. The Geiser was 
an iron screw-steamer of 2831 gross tons, built at 
Copenhagen in 1881; and the Thingvalla, an 
iron screw-steamer of 2524 gross tons, built at 
Copenhagen in 1874. Both steamers belong to 
the Thingvalla line, are owned in Copenhagen, 
and run between that port and New York. The 
Geiser had 93 passengers, 43 crew: 79 of the 
passengers and 26 of the crew were drowned— 
105 in all. 

THE CRASH 
occurred a little before daybreak. It was during 
one of the dark moments before dawn that the 
two steamers approached each other, unknown 
to the officers on the bridges. The first 
intimation of danger they had was when the 
veil of night was rent asunder revealing the 
awful situation. The steamers were so close 
that the collision was only a matter of a few 
moments. The vessels were not running at full 
speed, but it did not need an experienced eye 
to tell what the crash would result in. The 
officers gave hurried orders and availed them- 
selves of the only chance to minimise the force 
of the blow. The Geiser's helm was jammed to 
starboard, and the Thingvalla's to port, while 
the engines were promptly reversed. The alarm 
had barely been given to the officers below, and 
they were not fairly awake, and nearly all the 
passengers and many of the crew were fast asleep, 
when the prow of the 

THINGVALLA, TOWERING HIGH ABOVE HER

plunged into the starboard side of the Geiser 
with a terrific crash and a tremendous shock. The 
scenes that followed no pen can describe. There 
was a momentary stillness, and then the hoarse 
cries of men mingled with the agonising screams 
of women and the wails of children were heard 
distinctly above the roaring wind. The inter- 
locked vessels separated in a few minutes, and 
the rift of light which betokened the breaking of 
day disclosed in a measure the damage done. In 
both steamers there was a hole in the side. That 
of the Geiser was large enough to drive three 
elephants through abreast. It extended from 
below the water-line clean to the bulwarks and 
half-way across the beam. The forward cabin 
had been smashed like a paper-box, and it is 
believed that on board the Geiser a score or more 


SLUMBERING PASSENGERS WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT 
or battered into insensibility. The bow of the 
Thingvalla was broken some distance below the 
deck, and torn open to the water-line, making a 
gap not less than 25ft. square. It made See 
bow look in the early morning light like the stern 
of a vessel with her rudder gone, and a big block 
of the hull chopped away. When the Thing- 
valla’s bow was withdrawn by the reverse action | 
of the wheel, one of the officers of the Geiser | 
was discovered clinging to the anchor chains. | 
CAPTAIN MOLLER'S STATEMENT. 

Captain Moller, of the Geiser, made a state- 
ment that when he retired on the night before 
the collision at eleven o'clock, the night was 
clear and the sea quite calm, no mist whatever 
being perceptible at that hour. About half-past 
three in the morning, as they were off Cape 
Sable, he was suddenly aroused by the man on

watch, and rushing on to the bridge of his 
vessel, he saw indistinctly through the cloudy 
and rainy atmosphere the starboard side of a 
vessel, which afterwards turned out to be the 
Thingvalla. In the stillness of the night he dis- 
tinctly heard three loud whistles, warning him 
of the imminent danger the two vessels were in. 
He immediately reversed engines, and he could 
see that the Thingvalla did likewise, but they 
had been going at too great a speed to stop all 
at once, and with a fearful crash they struck 
one another, creating wild confusion and panic 
among their respective passengers. A glance 
sufficed to show that the Geiser had suffered 
irreparable damage, one of her sides being com- 
pletely stove in by the shock. 

Passengers and crew, with frantic cries and 
terror-stricken countenances, being awakened by 
the crash, rushed on deck, knocking one another 
over in the wild attempt to reach a place of 
temporary safety. The boats were quickly 
lowered, and so great was the panic that they 
wereall capsizedin no time, oroverweighted by the 
poor wretches who sought to get into them, so 
that few escaped by the boats. The vessel sank 
within five minutes of the time of the collision. 
Captain Moller was very nearly drowned, he 
being picked up in a very exhausted condition by 
a boat from the Thingvalla, which rescued 
several others. 

THE OFFICERS OF THE THINGVALLA, 


after all the struggling creatures who were in 
sight had been picked up, and the condition of 
their own boat had been ascertained, ran up 
signals of distress, for they found that it would 
be hazardous, with their original load of 455 
passengers, and with thirty-one persons from the 
Geiser, to make for port. At last they were 
sighted by 
THE WIELAND. 

The work of removing the passengers then began, 
and some hours were necessary to accomplish the 
task; as not only had the rescued people from 
the Geiser to be taken off, but, by the desire of 
the captain of the Thingvalla, the passengers of 
that vessel had also to be conveyed to New York. 
His ship’s disabled condition, he said, made it 
dangerous for him to attempt to reach port with 
them. The Wieland had 113 cabin and 455 
steerage passengers of her own, bound for New 
York from Hamburg, but Captain Albers, with- 
out hesitation, agreed to receive from the Thing- 
valla her 455 passengers, as well as fourteen 
passengers and seventeen sailors of the Geiser, 
bringing the Wieland's passenger list up to 1054. 
Well done, Captain Albers ! 

Most of those on board the Geiser were North- 
Western farmers in well-to-do circumstances, 
who, having formerly emigrated from Germany 
to America, were returning to visit their native 
land, some, it is said, iutending to pay a visit to 
the Copenhagen Exhibition. The Thingvalla on 
Aug. 17 reached Halifax. The Thingvalla's bows 
were carried away as far as the bulkhead, and 
had the damage extended another foot her bulk- 
head would have been stove in, and the vessel 


would have sunk.

DEPLORABLE EVICTION IN 


IRELAND. 

Ir is sad to find that lawless scenes yet take 
place in Ireland, owing to the unhappy relations 
of landlords and tenants in some districts. Au 
eviction scene of an extraordinarily desperate 
nature took place at Coolroc, ten miles from New 
Ross, on Thursday, Aug. 16. A great force of 
police, 200 in number, with Mr. Connor, sheriff, 
went to evict John G. Byrne. On arriving, they 
found it strongly barricaded, earthworks to the 
height of 20ft. having been thrown up, and 
outside these trenches were dug to a depth 
of 5ft. Large gates and bars were fastened 
with chains to the windows of the upper part o 
the house. The bailiffs repeatedly attempted to 
place the scaling-laders against the walls, but 
these were each time thrown back again by those 
inside. The battering ram was then placed in 
position amidst the cheers of the crowd, followed 
by showers of hot and cold water and rotten eggs 
Woods, the leader of the 
Emergency men, being struck, drew a revolver, 
and threatened to fire. One of the officials 
ordered him to put up the weapon, and not to 
draw it again. While the excitement of the 
struggle was at its height, Mr. John Redmond, 
M.P., Mr. W. H. Redmond, M.P., and Mr. E. 
Walsh, of Wexford, rushed into the yard, and 
Mr. William Redmond is reported to have called 
out to the inmates: 

“Well done, my gallant countrymen; well 
done, my lads!" 

At last twenty constables were ordered to 
charge with bayonets fixed, and a fierce en- 
counter took place, the men on the top of 


the house replying to the police with bars | 


of iron. One policeman was stunned, and fell 
to the ground; others were wounded, and at last 
the constabulary retired and rushed down the 
earthworks. Repeated raids were kept up until 
nearly six o’clock in the evening, when Canon 
Doyle and the Messrs. Redmond, seeing that the 
gable end of the house was on fire, and the 
inmates in danger, advised them to surrender, 
which they reluctantly did. They were twelve 
in number, including the tenant and his two 
sons, his brother, and eight others. They were 
arrested and brought before Mr. Considine, who 
remanded them for a week. The evictions on the 
property of Mr. Byrne were resumed the next 
day. Six evictions were carried out, the only 
show of resistance being that in some places the 
roads were partially blocked with trees.

field column. 


AMBULANCE INSTRUCTION. 


A gratifying illustration of the value 
of ambulance instruction has been re- 
ported to the St. John's Association. 
A coachman at Oakwood, Wylam-on- 
'Tyne, had cut his forearm with a hay- 
knife, dividing all the principal blood- 
vessels. A man eie John Crear, of 
Wylam, formerly a member of the city 
branch of the association, at once con- 
trolled the bleeding by a stick and a 
bandage properly applied over the 
brachial artery. Dr. Foulis, who was 
summoned, was much pleased to find 
an operation performed without which, 
as he asserted, the man must have bled 
to death.

The bodies were found on the 
morning of Saturday in a mill stream, 
clasped in each other’s arms, and tied 
tightly together with the girl’s belt and 
two pocket-handkerchiefs. On the bank 
close by were found some letters addressed 
to their respective parents, which stated 
that they 

* Had lived and loved together, and 
both wished a watery bed. They fully 
intended to do it, for notbing could 
part them, and they died in a good cause.” 

The man left to his mother a dying 
charge that she should take great care of 
his book entitled ** Faithful and True." 
A letter in the girl’s handwriting seemed 
tolay blame for the act upon her sister 
and Sparey's brother. The jury returned 
a verdict of felo-de-se. 


ANOTHER SHOCKING EAST- 
|. END MURDER. 


A SHOCKING CASE of murder and at- 
tempted suicide occurred at the Isle of 
Dogs, Poplar, last Sunday morning. Levi 
Richard Bartlett, a general dealer, sixty 
years of age, of 248, Manchester-road, 
Cubitt-town, murdered his wife, Eliza- 
beth, aged fifty-six years, by striking 
her on the head with a 14 lb. hammer 
while she was asleep, afterwards cutting 
his own throat with a razor. He had, it 
is stated, been drinking heavily for some 
time past, and was very drunk on Satur- 
day. He and his wife frequently 
quarrelled. Bartlett was removed to 
Poplar Hospital in a very precarious 
state, the windpipe being severed.
